Structure of the cultural heritage appendices

e Non-designated assets: Detailed descriptions of all assets and their settings are provided for those assets located within the land required to construct the Proposed Scheme and within the 500m 
buffer zone. 


Where appropriate, assets have been grouped together to assist in an understanding either of their context e.g. collecting together archaeological intervention s that relate to a common location or of their 
setting and significance e.g. collecting together historic buildings either within specific conservation areas or within the same streetscape context.

Description 


A complex of red brick single storey red brick and two storey buildings with tile 
hipped roofs. Some of the buildings appear to have a timber frame. At least one of 
the buildings appears to relate to buildings as shown on historic mapping of 1783, 
associated with a pond. The building complex was re-modelled by 1845. 


The complex may have originally been a tannery or other form of small industry 
supporting the wider Coleshill Park estate. The buildings are in use now as a joinery 
sales site which is located directly on the Birmingham Road with some buildings set 
back to the south. 


The significance of the setting of these buildings is in their association with the 
former hall to the north and its surrounding agricultural landscape. Coleshill Hall 
Farm (COL051), is visible to the north, opposite the complex. Agricultural land is 
present to the south and the River Cole to the west, with which the historic 
complex may once have been associated for both agricultural and industrial 
activities. Of moderate value due to their potentially early age and likely 
association with Coleshill Hall Farm.

A medieval bridge remodelled in 1764 and widened on the west side in 1925 and 
1970.A stone parapet dated to 1764 was removed during the last widening work. 
The bridge is formed of three stone arches, one of which is slightly pointed and 
may be late medieval in date. The bridge spans the River Cole which extends east 
to west, views to the north east are limited by mature vegetation along the river 
banks, with urban development directly to the east. The setting of the bridge, 
where it spans the River Cole, contributes to its significance and an understanding 
of its historic landscape context..

Two 
storey brick building with stone dressings and hipped tile roof dating to the late 
17th century with later alterations and wings. The farmhouse sits within a rural area 
with few buildings or screening surrounding it. To the north are agricultural fields 
which include the remains of a moat and site of a former hall with which the 
buildings are historically associated. Remains of a former deer park are present 
forming part of an open agricultural landscape to the north and west, with which 
the buildings were also associated (COLo15).The later Coleshill Hall (now Coleshill 
Manor Office Campus; COL052), built to replace a hall on the site of Coleshill Hall 
Farm, is visible from the buildings on higher ground within the parkland. The 
setting of Coleshill Hall Farm is, therefore, directly associated with a landscape 
setting which contributes significantly to an understanding of its historical context 
and development.
